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Important and Wise Legislation 


Unless the -very title under which 
the reform is being discussed, name- 
ly “Machine Voting,” is its undoing, 
there is a pretty good prospect of 
the adoption at the coming election 
of the voting machine for electing 
state officers hereafter in Massachu- 
setts. The Legislature approved this 
proposition several sessions ago, but 
it was discovered that it would be 
necessary to have a_ constitutional 
amendment before it could be made 
a part of the’ election procedure, 
hence the following question on the 
ballot for next Tuesday. 


*Shall the proposed amendment to 
the. constitution authorizing the use 
of voting machines at all elections 
be approved and ratified? 


“Said amendment is as follows: 
‘Voting machines gg other mechanical 
devices for voting may be used at 
all elections under such regulations 
as tuay be prescribed by law; pro- 
vided, however, that the right of 
secret voting shall be preserved.’” 


Many states in the Union already 
have this method, and there is yet to 
be learned a single instance where 
it has not worked to advantage in 
accuracy and prompt returns. Not 
only that, but it promotes another 
phase which is being urgently ad- 
vocated at the present time, having 
to do with the absolute secrecy of 
a man’s ballot. There could seem to 
be no proper reason why Massachu- 
setts should not follow the lead of 
many other states in the Union in 
this respect. It is one of the 
genuine reforms in election proced- 
ure to which it would seem every- 
body, no matter what his party pref- 
erence may be, would gladly accede. 


“Would the Mills Close?” 


A .Towmsman reader from Ballard 
Vale asks the writer of this column 
if he believes that the mills at Ballard 
Vale will close if Governor Foss is 
re-elected. To this query the writer 
is obliged to say No, nor does he 
believe that many of the mills in 
this section will close if Governey 


Foss is re-elected. 

They won't close because the 
enormous investment and the = su- 
perior equipment which they now 


stand for will not be allowed to go 
to the economic waste that would 
result if it were to remain idile, but 
the Ballard Vale mills, as well as all 
other mills manufacturing textiles, 
will receive the most serious jolt 
they have ever had, if by the election 
of Governor Foss, the South and 
West, who are now in the’ saddle, 
take the encouragement that they 
need to lead them to continue to pass 
tariff legislation antagonistic to New 
England and to Massachusetts. 

They will receive such encourage- 
ment by the election of Governor 
Foss, and that is the whole burden 
of the issue that is up to the voter at 
the present time. No man is fool 
enough to charge that 
into power of either Mr. Foss or Mr. 
Frothingham will of itself affect the 
tariff, the laws for which are passed 
But Gov- 
ernor Foss has ridiien into office on 
issues that make of his 
more or less national affair.

of Massachusetts upon the impor- 
tance of tariff revision in the inter- 
ests of a lower cost of living, now an 
exploded piece of buncombe. 
first attempt made by those in con- 
trol of the national Congress to re- 
vise the tariff was aimed directly at 
the two chief Massachusetts 
tries, textiles, and boots and shoes. 
The attempted tariff revision on 
these two articles did not succeed 
because of the veto of President 
Taft. Had it succeeded it would 
have entirely done away with the 
profit now enjoyed by even the most 
liberally paid) woolen manufacturer 
in the country, and would have still 
left as a reduction to be made up 
somewhere, between fifteen and 
twenty per cent more from the pre- 
sent prevailing prices for woolen pro- 
duct. This could come from no other 
source (the profit having been. en- 
tirely wiped out), than the wages of 
the employees. This is the clean, 
square-toed English °of the present 
problem for the textile workers 
in Massachusetts. 


Probably many of them would take 
the lower wage rather than to do 
nothing, and because they would take 
it, the mills would not close, but 
there would be a stagnation and a 
disturbance caused by the readjust- 
ment that would undoubtedly be the 
most serious disturbance for. the tex- 
tile business that New England has 
ever known. And all this not be- 
cause Eugene N. Foss might be Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, but be- 
cause his election on his issues would 
set Massachusetts and her great tex- 
tile business before the world as be- 
ing content to allow the South and 
West to do as they would with them. 


Mr. Frothingham deserves election 
on his own merit. He deserves it a 
hundred times more in the interest 
of the proper sort of protest that 
Massachusetts should make to

TOOK HIS OWN LIFE 


A. F. Swanton of Lowell Ends Life 
at the Home of His Son-in-law, 
Roy H. Bradford, Last Friday 


Albion F. Swanton, agent of the 
Stirling mills of Lowell, well-known 
in Andover, committed suicide last 
Friday afternoon at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Roy Bradford, on 
Salem street. The deed was done 
by shooting in the temple. 

‘Mr. Swanton deft Lowell in his 
automobile early in the afternoon, 
saying that he was going to Boston 
on business. - Instead of doing that, 
however, he came to Andover, and 
after visiti.. with his daughter and 
granddaughter for a time, went out 
to the barn and shot himself. 

A meeting of the directors of the 
mill was to have been held in Bos- 
ton on that afternoon, and Mr. 
Swanton expected to be present. He 
left his diesk at the mill at noon, and 
went home to dunch as usual. Just 
before he left home he complained 
of having a bad headache. He had 
been troubled for some time with 
pain in the head, and it is known that 
he was somewhat depressed by the 
situation of the mill business in gen- 
eral throughout the country. It és 
supposed that this depression caused 
some sudden mental aberration, and 
while in that condition Mr, Swanton 
committed the deed. His general 
health was good, and his business 
affairs were in satisfactory shape. 
On the Thursday night preceding: his 
death he entertained his Sunday 
school class at his home, and seemed! 
to be in his usual good spirits. 


Mr. Swanton was fifty-four years 
of age. He was born in Dexter, Me., 
and entered the mill business in 
Lowell when a young man, working 
his way up and advancing from one 
position to another gntil he had be- 
come oné of the best known mill 
agents in Lowell. Although a busy 
man he had time for social duties. 
He was a member of the First Bap- 
tist church, and was also influential 
in the’ Young Men’s Christiax Asso- 
ciation. He was a member Cen- 
tralville lodge, I. O. O, F., and also 
of Kilwinning lodge, A. F. and A. M. 

Besides his wife, he is survived by 
his father, S. A. Swanton; a brother, 
Fred A, Swanton of this town; two 
daughters, Mrs. Roy Bradford of 
Andover and Mrs. H. R. Thomes of 
Portland, Me. 


Mr. Swanton was well known here 
in Andover, as for several years he 
had spent the summer here at the 
old Upton place, now occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Bradford, and was a 
familiar figure in the town as he 
went to and from his place of busi- 
ness daily.

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AMONG THE CHURCHES, CLUBS 
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SIGNS OWN DEATH WARRANT 


Abject Cowardice Is Displayed by 
Chinese Imperial Government 


London, Nov. 1.—With an abject 
cowardice almost unbelievable the 
Manchu dynasty, which has ruled 
China for hundreds of years, is grov- 
eling at the feet of the native reform- 
ers. In a series of edicts it has not 
only signed its own death warrant but 
it condemns its own people who have 
enforced its behests, gives sickening 
praise to the rebels for “bringing 
about the reforms” and pleads in baby 
language for mercy. 

At the same time it inserts a germ 
of trouble by trying to-rally China 
against a “grave foreign peril.” Quick 
to seize upon this, the Manchus who 
have been turned out of office and had 
their pensions cut off are uttering 
threats of starting a massacre in re- 
venge thereof. 

Reports from all over eastern China 
seem to favor the revolution. 


SURVEY IS ORDERED 


‘Crawford Notch to Be Taken by 


Granite State Authorities 

Concord, N. H., Oct. 31.—Acting 
in accordance with an opinion hand- 
ed down by Attorney General East- 
man, Governor ‘Bass and his coun- 
sel last night took the first steps to- 
ward the acquisition of Crawford 
Notch as a public preserve when they 
ordered a survey of the territory. 

The legislature voted in favor of the 
proposition at the last session, but 
through an error on the part of a clerk 
the copy of the act submitted to the 
governor and signed by him did not 
have an amendment which had been 
passed providing for an unlimited ap- 
propriation. 

Last night Eastman gave it as his 
Opinion that the governor and coun- 
cil has full authority to complete the 
taking of lands required by the pay- 
ment of damages from any moneys in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriat- 
ed. The council immediately ordered 
the survey. 


MEYER REVIEWS BIG 
FLEET OF WARSHIPS 


Salutes From: 1700 Guns Greet 
Secretary of the Navy}; 


New York, Nov. 2.—The curtain 
was Officially rung up here upon the 
greatest naval demonstration § the 
United States has ever seen with the 
review of the gigantic fleet of 102 
ships of war by Secretary of the Navy 
Meyer and the senate and house com- 
mittee on naval affairs. 

Battle thunder such as New York 
hag never before heard was the greet- 
ing for the officials upon the presi- 
dential private yacht Mayflower, 
which was in commission to convey 
the official visitors around the ar- 
mada. ; 

Secretary Meyer “broke his flag” on 
board the Mayflower about 2 o’clock, 
the yacht moving up to the Connecti- 
cut for the admiral and and his unaer 
Officers to pay their respects. The 
schedule called for the Mayflower 
passing every ship in the majestic 
seven-mile line. 

The honor of firing the first salute 
of nineteen guns to Secretary Meyer 
fell to the flagship Connecticut. In 
all 1700 ‘guns thundered out their ac- 
claim as the secretary moved past the 
battleships. 

Flags fluttered from every peak in 
the crisp autumnal breeze and on 
shore hundreds of thousands of spec- 
tators gathered to witness the in- 
spiring spectacle. 


HAGGERTY IS INSANE 


Slayer of His Three Children Is Sent 
to an Asylum 

Boston, Nov. 2.—Thomas Hagger- 
ty, who was arrested last May on the 
charge of murdering his three daugh- 
ters, aged 4, 7 and 9 years, and who 
was subsequently indicted for mur- 
der, has been declared insane by 
alienists employed on the case, and 
this morning was brought before the 
superior criminal court and commit- 
ted to an asylum. 

The murder occurred on the top 
floor of a Calumet street dwelling 
house, when Haggerty returned to 
his home, after tucking’ his three lit- 
tle daughters in bed and kissing each 
good night, turned on the gas, stole 
quietly out of the room and locked 
the door.

A Round About Paper 


In a leading article of The Towns- 
man our friend the Editor takes for 
| his text, “If a man is rich, hit. him.” 
Now, I could take for a text, “When 
a man is poor, kick him.” It is true 
that some rich men deserve to be 


| hit and some poor men deserve to 


be kicked. I do not think that tthe 
cry against big corporations who 
watered their stocks and did all 
sorts of mean tricks_is a cry against 
honest businéss or against a man 
being rich by fair trading and 
industry. If a man is poor and at 
the same time lazy and has brought 
on his poverty himself a kick may 
supple him up and do him good. 

It is idle to try to say that the 
Sugar Trust with its false scales, 
which we are told “are an abomina- 
tion;” the Steel Trust that watered 
its stock when it got the duty on tin 
plate; the Tobacco Trust, and all the 
other trusts can be defended by hon- 
est men, and that those who called) 
their methods in question are to be 
branded as demagogues, and those 
who defend them, as lovers of their 
country and patriots. 

I am not a Socialist in the sense 
of dividing all the money equally 
and giving every man the same bank 
account. That kind of socialism is 
sheer nonsense and would not last 
twenty-four hours. We are all equal 
in a court of law, but like the leaves 
on a tree, no two leaves are exactly 
alike; 80 no two men are exactly 
alike. If they were there would be 
no use for one of them. 
| 


To try and say that last year’s 
election was lost by the stand-patters 
on account of demagogues railing 
against the trusts is simply bosh. 
The Republican party, as I have said 
several times, lost the election by 
being demagogues and telling the 
intelligent electors that the tariffs 
did not raise the price of goods. I 
am not a prophet, but I venture to 
say that if they try to tell the same 
story this year, they will put in Mr. 


Foss for a second term. 


It is amusing to hear that because 
reciprocity is for the moment dead, 
that Foss is a “Fossil.”

for rich people to amase themselves 


with, may be a small matter, but it 
tends to show that the rich are not 
hit, but the tax on butter kicks the 
poor. 

If we are to win this election—I 
speak as a “conservative Republi- 
can”—let us be honest and say as 
McKinley said that “a cheap coat 
méans a cheap man.” This rich and 
poor business is a complicated af- 
fair. The majority of the people in 
every country are poor; yet “Poor 
and content is rich and rich enough. 
But riches friendless are as poor as 
winter, to him that ever thinks he 
shall be poor.” 

I do not think that this cry of the 
rich growing richer, and) the poor 
poorer is to be stopped by stuffing 
our ears with cotton and pretending 
not to hear it. 

Sympathy of the right kind is a 
wonderful thing. There has been 
far too much hitting and_ kicking. 
The rich man of sense feels that he 
has duties to perform to the deserv- 
ing poor, and the poor man, if he 
has health, is not envious because his 
neighbor is wealthy. A _ wealthy 
neighbor is a good thing to have, 
and this cry of hitting the rich man 
does not mean a personal hatred, 
but simply a revolt against high, war, 
log-rolling tariffs which engender 
trusts and lead to monopoly. 

The great literary paper of Boston 
pretending to be clear and what is 
called snappy, prints a line in last 
Saturday’s edition and says, “Tripoli 
has fallen; who cares?” Who cares? 
Why, the whole of Europe may “Cry 
havoc and let loose the dogs of war” 
over this seemingly trifling Italian- 
Turkish broil that may seem a trifle 
to literary Boston and to the wise 
men of the Home Market club who 
seemingly want to build a Chinese 
wall around <“their’ united holy 
states of America.

ITALY’S ULTIMATUM 


Turkey Must Accept Peace at Once 
or Lose More Territory 

Rome, Nov. 2.—With a. view to 
bringing the war with Turkey quickly 
to an end, the Italian cabinet has de- 
cided that the porte must either ac- 
cept peace immediately or lose more 
territory. 

This means that some of Turkey’s 
valuable island possessions in the 
Mediterranean will be seized unless 
she submits. This decision was 
reached at a series of secret con- 
ferences between Rear Admiral Au- 
brey and members of the cabinet. ° 


The Italian government, in an offi- | 


cial dispatch to Washington, denied 
reports of Turkish victories in the vi- 
cinity of Tripoli.

Mays Landing, N. J., Nov. 2.— 
Mistaken for deer in the gloom of the 
e@ly dawn, Constant Steelman and 
John Yost, business men of Pleasant- 
ville, N. J., were killed, and Wil- 
liam Jarvis of the same place-was in- 
jured when, a hunter fired at them in 
the woods near here. 

Jarvis was so badly injured that he 
was taken to a hospital in Atlantic 
City, where his leg was amputated. 
The shooting of the men has aroused 
much feeling. 

Charles Norcross of Ionia, who fired 
into the party of hunters, is in the 
Atlantic county jail in this place 
awaiting the action of the coroner. He 
is overwhelmed by his fatal mistake. 


FOUR DEAD FROM GAS 


Woman Had Threatened Tragedy If 
Her Son Was Taken Away 


Bridgeport, Conn., Oct. 30.—Four 
dead bodies in the morgue here are 
the grim sequel to a mother’s threat, 
uttered in the city court last’Thurs- 
day, that she would kill herself if her 
only son was taken away from her 
and sent to the reform school. 

The court committed the boy de- 
spite his mother’s wild protests. 
Sunday the woman, her husband, and 
two other residents of the house were 
found dead of gas asphyxiation. 

The victims are Mrs. Annie Har- 
charick; her husband, John Har- 
chaick; her nephew, John Prevuns- 
nak, and a boarder, John Kepesar.
